RUSSIAN FORTS STILL SILENT. 

St. I'oterxhnrg, March 8.— Vineroy 
Alexeff yesterday lelegrapbeil the 
ezar from Mukden as follows: 
"Suiiplcmeiiting my telegram of 
March d, I most hnmhly report that at 
1 :35 p. ni. five out of teven of ths en- 
emy 'i xhipa opened Are on Forta Sn- 
varoff and Ltnevitoh, on the town on 
the roadstead and along the ralley of 
the river Obyak.nrulye. 

“Firing lasted until 8 ;I5 p. m., at 
which hoar the Jaiiaueae squadron be- 
gan to steam to the xontbward, dis- 
appearing at .'cSO p. m. Thi<re were 
no losses on the batteries or the forti- 
fleatinns. In the town one seaman 
was wounded and one woman was 
killed. 

“.\ccording to the information Just 
received, the enemy's xqoailron again 
appeared in «lght of the fortress at 8 
o'clock this morning.” 

A later mixsage says: “The coiii- 
mandant at Vladivostok re]torta that 
Sunday's bomhardment rcanlted is no 
trrlona damage to the port. The for 
tieaa did not reinrn the enemy's Are.

Lonisville, Ky., March 8 — The 
blowing out of a cylinder head on the 
mammoth towboat Sprague ennsed 
dltsolntion and ciisaMer to a big tow 
that the boat was trying to shove np 
stream over the falls. 

The Sprague bad a tow of 84 pieces, 
31 empties and three Inmber barges 
and wits satisti>d by the steamers Tran- 
sit and Falton. 

Wben the tow was opposite the 
“Wing dam,” the 8piugn>''s cylinder 
bea<l blew out, disabling the hnge 
s earner. The anxiliarv boats were un- 
able to cope with the enrrent and the 
tiw was Jammed against a pier of the 
14th street biidge. One of the lumber 
boats was sonk; tho fuel boat oontain- 
nig about 1,000 bnshels of coal was 
torn loose and the entire tow was scat- 
tered. The damage done is estimated 
at about V3.000. The “empties" 
s|iread till over the river, but were 
captured and tied to the bank befoie 
any could get entirely away. Tlie 
Si'ragae was not injured. 

Oapuin Devan, of tho life saving 
station, sent a bou' to the assist anee 
of the towhoatmen manned by the fol- 
towiog crew: Ed Farrell, Owen Cut-

The towboat E. T. Shier, whioli 
was below tlie bridge, and the tug 
Wtitli Gray, which was at tlie Dump 
kin Patch, assisted in ree-overing the 
scattered tow.

It has not tieen anuonuced whether 
there will be any demand for inereiis- 
ed wages from any of these unions or 
not, except the plnmliers. 

The plumbers will not ask for a 
raise in salary or ayleoreoai' in work- 
ing hours this year, it is anthorita- 
tivoly stated, but will instead ask for 
certain regulations relative to em- 
ploying belpi rs. The plnmliers will 
meet aoon and arrange their plans and 
present them tc the proprietors at the 
earliest oonvenience. 

Building in Paducah is likely to 
Huffer from these demands, it indica- 
tions count for anything, whether the 
aemands are grsmted or not. It is re- 
IHirted that one contractor who has a 
new Job to be finished this spring.on 
account of bidding on it before these 
demands were made known, will lose 
on bis oontraet. Other buildings cou- 
templated may not be erected at all at 
Iiresont, on account of the increase in 
cost. ' ' — ~- 

It ia said that one building contem- 
]ilated for the bnsinrss part of the 
city will cost $400 more under the 
new scales than the owners of the 
IMToperty figured on, and there la talk 
of their abandoning it for the present.
